How many persons were there not, he 
asked, who had the strength or soul to hear from a 
rriend a reproachful word—not merely a word of 
blame for neglect encountered but a word that 
pointed out to the one reproached some vice that 
ought to be uprooted out of the soil, some passion 
that should be crushed, or some fault that cave pain 
to others. All men as a general thing pretend to 
love truth and to hear it spoken, but they rear to 
hava it spofccu to themselves. Indeed, nowadays 
It often happened that if the minister of God in the 
pulpit did not hedge In Ms exhortations and his 
denunciations of rice with words that hair hid their 
real meaning he was looked upon as something to 
be n-owned at, a man whom it was the duty or a 
liberal minded congregation to crush.

If the government were to 
undertake itself to build this road it would cost 
five times the grants made to the road com- 
pleted; but even then it would pay. The road, 
soon or late, must bs built, and the sooner 
the better; it cannot be built without govern- 
ment aid, and, as this is the cheapest plan, let 
Congress, without further chaffering, adopt it. 
The competition that will follow the builcung 
of a second Pacific road will be an advantage 
to the government and the people oa both 
lines which of itself ought to be a reason suf- 
ficient for a liberal hand in aid of this South- 
ern line. We believe this consideration turned 
the scale in favor of grants of lands and bonds 
made to the Northern road; but it is'a con- 
sideration which will apply with greater force 
in favor of this Southern route, open and nn- 
obstructed as it is by snows from the beginning 
to the end of the year.

Finding that nouiing cotilct then be done lor Cuba 
General Goicouria turned his attention to Central and 
South America, be was associated -^ith WalKer in 
his movement against SicaTajna, bur, quarrelling 
with tliauunforrunate leader, left him and returned 
to the Oniied Stares beiore the fata! termination of 
. the strugjj'e. He then engaged in mercantile pur- 
suits, amassing a haudsome fortune. During our 
civil war he took part with neither aide. On the 
outbreak of the DKsent rebellion in Cuba us at once 
prepared ^ take an active part agajust the Span- 
iards. 
For some months he was employed 
organizing- tae famous expedition or last year which 
attempted to leave this port and failed. Goicouria 
was captured on ihe steamer which was to nave 
met the expedition off Gardner's Island, and was 
ladged in Ludlow srreet jail, where he remained 
until boiled, Subsequently he left the United States 
Mid went to Kassau, from -whence he sailed with a 
party ot patriots to Cuba, ;md succeeded in reaching 
ihe interior of the island. At the time of his capture 
he was en ro't'.e for Mexico ia a diplomatic capacity. 
General Goicouria was a gallant, patriotic Cuban, 
somewhat over-cautions in his movements and 
mea-nfres, hut able and energetic. His death mil 
prove a severe blow to tiie Cuban c;iuse-

G. J. Adams, alias Rev. G. J. Adams, alias Rev. G. .T. 


IT. Adams, alias Dr. G. J. W. Adams, was born in Liv- 
erpool, of Jeivisn parentage. At an early age be was 
apprenticed to a shoemaker. When he was seven- 
teen or eighteen years old he emigraied to America 
and obtained employment in a tailor's establish- 
ment at JSew York and afterwards in New Jersey. 
Durmg this perloi he became noted as an exempla- 
ry, pious Jletbodlst class leader, and is said to have 
shone with great brilliancy at love feasts and prayer 
meetings. 


He olien alluded la his discourses, addressed to 


the members or the Ciiurcti ol tue Messiah, to these 
early experiences, and related spicy anecdotes, de- 
picting tiie emotion occasionally exhibited at -Meliio- 
dist meetings.

But the Athenians laiied to folio whu 
advice, and were redtue.» to =i.u«niss.or. to ilacedon 
by the youthful Alexander, who said of him, when 
he passed Thermopylae, "Demosthenes called me a 
child whon I was in Illyria; hecitiie.i me ajonn-j 
man when I was ;n Tiiessaly; I must now show him 
beiore Athens that f am a. man gru*vn." 


After the conquest was complete Alexander s-im- 


numed at Corinth representatives from tne several 
Grecian Stales, a:nl requested froifl ineui the 
Siiprenie command of all their armies against the 
Persians. No assembly ever held was embryotic of 
more momentous e\ ents. It was the We--;ci-u \voi id 
Wlc.ng counsel and resolving upon the detraction 
of the Eastern, and was ihe initiator; step toalmos't 
Incredible events, and tne revolutions, that were to 
change IDS condition of tfta wiiule world through 
the unexampled career of him who caused Us 
assembling. 


After the death or Alexaaderjtlie several Grecian 
States renewed the struggle lor ireedom. T.ie 
Romans, who had risen in tue West, becoming in- 
volved in the strife proved latai to Greece; fur in the 
year 1-iii B. G. the capture of GoriuMi reduced Greece 
to a Roman province. 


During the <vhole period of strife"from the battle of 


Plataja tue arts and sciences flourished in a most 
extraordinary manner. Indeed, it was the golden 
age of art. • Tho Greclaa colonies were still mure 
piosperoua than their rocther country. Alexandria, 
m Kcypt, especially became famous as tne seat of 
learning.

The Howard Investigation. 


At the Howard investigation yesterday the prose- 


cution submitted orders and circu'ars from the head 
quarters of the bureau to show that all its employes 
were subject to military regulations. This was to 
meet a motion made uy the defence to strike out the 
evidence of irregularities of assistant commission- 
ers.

The manner in w.ilch divias service is conflicted 
cannot be attended wl.h satlsiiicto.y results.'^The 
chaplain stands at themtraace to tne n lug of the 
bu.ldmg aud leclies aloud tne service, or preaches, 
as the ca^e may bs, th- prisoners reuiaiuiug within 
tliej ce.ls, caurely hidden from his view. They are 
supposed to join in me service and pay attention to 
the reverend gentleman's advice, but the presump- 
tion 13 that the saiuury lessons of the preacher are 
lust lo his hearers.

In 
tui: new wing provision should be maJe for a suit- 
able dining room, wh.ch me institution dous not 
possess at present, tlie prisoners being obi.ged to 
take their meals in their cells. A lecture room or 
linrary should be al*o provided, ana a hall for public 
worship, it would be well if, du ing the erect.ou of 
the new building tlie different counties should re. 
lam at the counly jails those convicted of minor 
onences, so as not to in.rmge lurther unon the imi- 
Itird accommodations at t;ie State Prison. 
In justice tu tho>e engaged m the management or 
tae prison. Mr. lieaiou and his asfistants, it is right 
to stjte that every prec.iuu.,n has been taken 10 pre- 
serve tlie famtary condition of sue institution. 
Cleanliness is preserved, good disclpliue is enforced, 
aud every thing is done wlm a Mew to ameliorate 
the condition of the prisoners.

The speaker 
referred to tho gentlemen upon the platform wno 
beaidmg the lion m his den, had gone to the very 
centre-or the Five Points and established the mission 
whoie they caught tne brands from the burnlmr 
and rescued these children from a nre or povcity 
crime and shame. Tne beginning was small,' 
but the present House or Industry was the result 
The workhouses or Bugland were pnbhciy acknowl- 
edged a failure, though the "ragged schools" have 
been a splendid success. The theoiy of these schools 
was iliac of tho present House of Industry—to reach 
the mmd through tlie stomach. 
On taking in a 
child he or she is lirs,t given a bath, for cleanliness 
is next to Godliness; then the child is fed. and they 
take good care that the clothing, if ragged, should 
be neat and clean. In the Eighteenth ward where 
the speaker lived, there weie eighteen hundred 
children whose forms had never darkened The

of 
any 
place 
or 
education. 
Multiply 
this by the twenty-two wards or the city and it cives 
you the number oi these "Arabs of the street" as 
between forty and fllty thousand. The Institution 
includes a nursery lor inrants, a schotil. a hospital 
and a dispensary. Food, lodftiiig and medicine are 
given witnout question as to previous occupation or 
habits, whether or drunkenness or crime; it is 
enough to know that they are poor. Eloquent ad- 
dresses wet e also delivered by the Kev. Dr. Paxton 
ana Mr. J. H. Choate, tbe last named gentleman 
hazarding the oplmou that "the dances and songs 
wcie much better than tlie speaking," a statement 
which was endorsed by the audience with a Burst of 
applause.

baptism had for dodfatiier no leas a personage tlian 
tue'Dnke" or&teaha, aHefwafihVteilcr, known/aa 
King Louis Phillippe. lie was educated by Coiint 
de cobentzel, his uncle, who, In 1801 introduced the 
'Marquis to Joseph Bonaparte. 
IllaRdtniWtion tot' 


the French influenced him lo remain ui JTrance and 
•become a naturalized citizen, aud 'having attracieii 
the'notice of Napoleon, he was first'sent to the 
Eeole Uiiitaire and afterward* commissioned a sous- 
lieutenant of dragoons. In the celebrated battles of 
Frledlaud and Jena ua'bcluved -*v'im sncl> distin- 
guished gallantry as to win ptomo'tion. 
Subse- 


quently Be was ordered to' Spain, serving under 
Sebastian!, and .receiving's 0angerous"*routid:ac 
Almonacid. - He remained on the peninsula until his 
command was ordered to join the grand army which 
invaaed Russia. Dc'la WoesUne participated in ihe 
terrible advance" and retreat of.tne French. At 
Leipslc his gallantry .was so conspicuous as to at- 
tract tlie personal notice of the Emperor, who deco- 
rated him with the- Cross of the Legion or Honor 
and gave him. the rank of colonel. After the abdica- 
tion he refused to serve tlie Uourbons and retired -ta~ 
pnvato life, but upon Sapoleon'a retrt ra fromEIb* 
Be la Woestme promptly joined him, and at the 
battle of Watetloo commanded the Third -regi- 
ment of ChasssuM. The Bourb'ons being again 
restored to the throne, he went to Belgium, 
ithere he lived several years engaged in the 
business or a 
wine merchant, "By the July 


Revolution, however, he was enabled to return, to 
France anil to resume his profession or a soldier. 
Louis Phdllppe appointed him Marechal-de-Carup, 
holding which rank he commanded a brigade of- 
light cavalry during the camiiatei infielsaum in 1832. 
The Marquis was made general of division iu 1341, 
but after the revolatiou of Isi48 was retired on hair- 
pay, the provisional government being suspicious of 
his loyalty to the lei/nbllc. As soon as Louis Na- 
poleon became prcst'.eiit General de la Woestne was 
restored to active service. 
After the dismissal of 
General Percot in 1852, he was appointed to com- 
mand the National Guards In Pans.

Lawrence TJ. Brataeril. 


A telegram from Montpelier, Tt, reports the 


•leatli, yesterday morning, of this gentleman, in 
the elghty-sixtn year of his age. Hr. Brainerd was 
born in Vermont, m 17S4: received a fair education, 
and engaged In business pursuits at St-Albans when 
quite a young man, becoming widely and lavorably 
Known for his energy and ability, and more particu- 
larly for the interest he took in extending railroad 
lacilit.es throughout the State. He was one of the 
earliest Fnpporers of tho -FreeSoil" organization, 
and nnally became its principal lepresentativeaud 
standard bearer in Vermont. Entering actively into 
polities, he was the Free Soli candidate ror Governor 
m 1852, receivms 9,445 votes; again in 1853, when he 
polled 8,370 votes, and for the third time in 1854, 
when he got about 1,000 vote.-?- During t!ie latter 
year Hon. William Upham. Senator iu Congre-s trom 
Vermont, died, and Mr. Bralnord was elected to fill 
his unexpired term. He served during the session i.f 
1354 and 1855, after which he retired to private life 
and never again appeared prominently as a pnllti- 
c'an, although be was always an interested observer 
ol the contest between tiie slave and free States and 
used whatever influence he possessed to aid m se- 
uunmr the triumph of the latter.

Our Paris exchanges report the dentn of M. Nestor 


Roqueplan, late editor of the Ffaafo and one or the 
best known of Parisian theatrical managers. He 
died of heart disease In the sixty-sixth year or his 
age.

He was successively dire •- 
tor of the Opera, the Varietls-,, the Opera Comiqne 
ana the charelet, bur, not-withstanding the pecuniary 
protlt he derived from his counection with the drama 
he died poor and in debt 


It was not, however, as tin editor or director that 
M. Rotmeplati was beat known. It was as a member 
of society that, he shone conspicuously. He was "the 
most Parisian, of all Paibiaus," Love of Paris 
was his passion, and he 
served Ihe French 
capital with ardor and devotion. A representative 
beau or the reign or Louis Philippe, he remained a 
dandy to tile-last,. ^WhetLage advanced lie employed 
art u> conceal Us ravages, and his dress and man- 
ners were always those or a young man. In fact, It. 
was not until alter ills death tttat his best friends 
wer—nade acquainted with his real age, which, of 
latis year's, he carefully av oided speaking or. It was 
always nil opinion that old a»e win unfashionable 
and not artistic, and tnat it was an oil'ence to the 
aesthetic reelmRS to lot it be seen.

Tlie Brigands' Murders—Official Details. 
Further diplomatic corresponaence relative to the 


recent deplorable events in Greece was published lu 
London. 


Mr. Erskine, writing to Lord Clarendon on April 


16, says:-"lt is the belief or M. 'Zaunis that the 
brigands are acting under the influence of the oppo- 
sition In demanding an amnesty. The brigands are 
certamlyltt correspondence with parties In Athens, as 
they consulfet! three eminent advocates thci e as to the 
course they should pursue. The brigands themselves 
scouted the idea that an. amnesty was impossible, 
urging that it had been granted betore. Their chief, 
however, according'to. Mr. Herbert, was willing to 
accept the compromise of being allowed to leave the 
country." 


-At tnis period Mr. ErskJne reit no apprehension 
whatever as to the saieiy of the prisoners. 


Along with this desuatch is published one from' 
Lord Clarendon, written April 2s, stating that he has 
asked The Turkish government to watch the frontier, 
and even to permit Greek troops to cross it in pur- 
suit of the brigands, so teat noi one maj,escape tbe 
severest punishment the law can inflict. 


Lord Clarendon also demands full information as

The Statement in Parliament.

Ho said he had 
assumed the entire responsibility of the matter his 
colleagues being absent from town, and as it re- 
quired immediate despatch he acted aloue. 


The Earl of Carnarvon said he regarded the Greek 


government as responsible for this most cruel crime 
and he conld feel-that the sacrifice of life which had 
taken place was due entirely to criminal misman- 
agement or party intrigue.

ROME. 


Pope Pius the Ninth on Infallibility— 


and Austria, in Opposition. 


The European journals of April 29—the latest 


date—to hand by steamship yesterday, contain the 
following reports from Hungary and Austria:— 


A Pesth paper says that the Hungarian Archbishop 


Haynald had an audience of tne Popo the other day 
at winch he warmly urged his Holiness to abandon 
the dogma of Papal infalhoility, and represented that 
the promulgation of such a dogma would only lead to 
a schism In the Church. Tlie Pope replied ab follows:— 
"It is Just for the purpose of preventing disturbances 
and dissensions in men's inlndB that the dogma of 
infallibility H necessary. Look where you will, you 
find strife and disputes among men. there are so 
many questions as to which they cannot come to an 
agreement. Hitherto there has been no one to settle 
disputes and decide doubtlul questions by his sen- 
tence; but if Papal Infallibility is ouce recognized 
the successor ot St. Peter will give his infallible 
j'udgment on all the questions of the day. Thus will 
men's minds be iranquilized, ror they will know on 
which side lies the truth." 


The pamphlet issued by Cardinal Rauscher is en- 
titled "Observatione Quaedam de InralUDiiitates Ko- 
clesise Subjecto," and strongly opposes the dogma 
of Papal infallibility. It concludes as follows-— 
'"Should it be decreed that the Pope alone can de- 
cide with an infallible judgment m matters of laitk 
and morals, the general councils would thereby be 
deprived of that authority on account of which St. 
Gregory the Great admitted that lie venerated them, 
equally with the four EvtingelMS. They would, in- 
deed, be superfluous for deciding questions of lalth 
and morals, and must have been so always, even in 
tue time of the Mcamn Fathers. By their acceptance 
of this sentence war would be declared against the 
innermost essence of the ancient church. Sloreover 
the Church would be deprived ior ail time to come of 
the assistance which, a* is known, was given her at 
a time or great pressure by the Council of Trent and 
even the Holy See would lose that protection which 
it then found in the assembled bishons." 


Papal Hecree of the Scltemo. Canons.

con- 
spicuous in the tlirong- Senator Hardenburjrh was 
Inducted by Mr. Harrison, President of the Produce 
Exchange, to the raised platform encased m a rail- 
Ing, set apart for the use of the officers ol the Ex- 
change. Admitted to the same platform were some 
dozen or more others, while the outer crowd pressed 
eagerly close to its borders. 


"Allow me the verv great pleasure of introduc- 
ing .to you Senator Hardeuburgh," aald Mr. Harri- 
son, and thereupon the Senator bowed and kept 
bowing, and the large assemblage cheered and kept 
cheering. This lasted several minutes, and at length, 
when quiet was restored, Mr. Harrison rean a speech 
covering several pages, of manuscript and at the 
same time covering the whole subject of our canal 
reforms. After recapitulating what they Had been 
nghting for in this matter and recounting the leading 
points of the victory thev had achie\ ed, he con- 
cluded with attributing the main credit of the suc- 
cesses now to the Senator whom they had assembled 
to honor. 


Senator Hardenbursh made quite a lengthy re- 
spouse. He likewise went over the whole subject, 
recounting the difficulties, they luid encountered, 
and how, s-tep by step, they had combated and over- 
come them. As to his personal efforts in the matter 
he laid claim to doing no more than hla duty. He 
had labored to do the public a service, and he 
was jrlad the result promised to be so beneficial, 
and that it would be beneticial he knew. As 
he progressed he showed the etfects upon the mer- 
cantile interests of tnn city of the past mismanage- 
ment of our canals, and portrayed the effects that 
would follow the change that had now been in- 
augurated. He did not expect the present ovation 
and only found the common words of thanks too 
tame and inexpressive in which to convey his 
thanks. Another outburst of cheers as tumultuous 
as at the flist followed the close of his speech. 


A series of resolutions were next offered by Mr. 


Moulton expressive of the high sense and apprecia-- 
Honor those present of the Senator's services upon 
this canal question; and speeches ensued by Mr. 
Moulton. Mr. Mitchell, or Svracnse; Peter Cooperand 
Nathaniel Sands. During the meeting a telegram 
was also received and read from the Chicago Board 
of Trade begging leave to unite with them in extend- 
ing distinguished consideration to Senator Harden- 
bnrgh.

Havana is quiet. The story published in certain 


seusatioja! journals that the volunteers had assumed 
charge of the island, detained the Lloyd Aspinwal 
and performed other acts of that ilk are all false. 
There have been no such demonstrations as yet. ami 
the Spanish journals are energetic iu pooh-pooh- 
ing the idea that there will ever be. Still there is a 
wide-spread and general belief that, unless an early 
termination of this insurrection is reached, a radical 
change in the situation of affairs will take place. 
The Spanish element is known to be divided, and 
while it is extremely doubtful If the requisite union 
and organization can be attained to con'rol or e.xpei 
the authority sent out here by Spain, yet it is a fact 
that many, failing an early return of peace, are 
.n favor of the volunteers taking the control ot 
affairs in their own hands and stuping them at lease 
until the question of the future government or Spam 
is settled. If any concert of action has been agreed 
upon it is not known. Probably there has not, yet 
many roundly assert and believe that the return of 
he Captain General from Puerto Principe, without 
laving .crushed the insurrection beyond peradvcn- 
ure, will be the signal for overturning the jjovern- 
ment and placing it under the control of the Spanish 
residents here. This belief has naturally given rise 
o many rumors and speculations; as, Jor example, 
t has been staied that his Excellency would not re- 
urn here at all, but would sail fiom Jfuevitfts for 
ipain, if he did not meet with the success antici- 
lated, aaa, agaux. that 
a. fusion between the 


Spaniards and Cubans might be bruustvc about with 
<t visw to the independence of the island. 


It is unnecessary to mention others ol thc^e many 


rumors, and they are only referred to as indicating 
he perturbed condition oi the public mind and the 
very general Idea that a crisis of some character is 
at hand. What would be the effect ot any s uch 
action on tue part ot the Spaniards It were lurJ to 
tell, and, perhaps, useless to speculate upon. Wi'li- 
out the co-operation of the navy nothing: permanent 
could be accomplished, and that is not likely to be 
afforded.

It is a notorious fact that Boston, in spite of her 


mauy philanthropic institutions for the reclamation 
and suppression of \v ickedness, has for Ihe past ten 
or Ulteen years been, in a moral sense, emphatically 
the most abandoned city ou the American Coull- 
nent. The "social evil," as it may ne delicately 
termed, has not only nourished here in the usual 
organized lorins, but licentiousness seems to navo 
existed everywhere upon the very suriacc ot 
society, and spotless virtue has been the ex- 
ception rather than the general rule. This Is rathdf 
a bold statement, but 
both observation ana 


statistics will show it to be a lamentable fact. All 
classes of society—from the very arlstocracjtof the 
South End and Beacon Hill down to tue denizens of 
the North End and Fort Hill—have been tainted and 
diseased, nntil there has been produced what may 
almost be called a plague. For something over a 
dozen years this state of society has existed un- 
moleated oy the police, and encouraged, rather than 
obstructed, by the people generally; but it has 
llnally assumed such a threatening and dangerous 
aspect that the police have involuntarily -bem 
obiUred to conmmence the process of fumigation. - 


Tlie flrst step in this direction was comineiicod. 


Saturday evening, under the direction of the m-vr 
Chief, Mr. Savage. He began by an attack upon the 
thousands of 
women who ply their vocation 
in the streets, ana in a single evening over 
two hundred of this class were taken into cus- 
tody.

etfect upon society. H ii moie than likely, though, 
that hostilities will be continued and that the houses 
or ill lame and the assignation houses will belmosc 
materially lessened in numbers during the ensuing 
1'ew weeks. 
The crusade against the street women was so con- 
certed and sudden that they found themselves 
within the station houses without a moment's warn- 
ing. The news of the raid spread rapidly through, 
the city, however, and m a few hours the usual 
promenades selected by the nymphs presented such 
a 
deserted 
appearance 
as to attract 
very 


general attention, 
and 
when, at length, tha 
cause waa known there was no little commotion 
among that class from whom the arrested unfortu- 
nates derived their livelihood. The Tombs and t,ie 
various station houses were at once surrounded by 
eager crowds, who remained long after midnight. In 
some cases male friends of the unfortunates Intur- 
. ceded In their behalf, and by furnishing sufficient 
'bbnds for their appearance in court they were re- 
'leased until this morning. Tne majority, however, 
U they had friends, were abandoned by them and 
they were compelled to spend the long interval fioni 
Saturday night until Monday morning in the che^r- 
•leas cello, some of them feigned1 to treat tho aifair 
with levity, but they were mostly of the lowest and 
most abandoned class, such as had belorc been la 
the courts for various offences. The young and Iresii 
Insln—and'there were many of these—were truly 
penitent, and their manifestations of gnot at expo- 
sure wore" heartrending to witness. They were all

Tla United state1! vs. Thomas -It. Johnston.-*- 


It will Ue remembered that the defendant was a sea- 
man on board tiie Morumg Light; that, ,ln June, 1869, 
the defendant went aloft and nad a quarrel with 
another seaman named Bairas, the latter being 
killed. Johnston acknowledged to having stabbed 
liarras, but said that it was done m.the licit ot pas- 
sion; tnat lie was sorry for it. Captain Lavender 
asked him how much of the knife had gone into the 
ueceased. He said the whole blade. In regard to 
the nationality 01 tae vessel, Captain Lavender said 
that tie had lecehed the registry irom the British 
Consul and had returned it to him. On that John 
O. Dale was named as owner. Captain La\emiar 
iv as not acquainted with Mr. Dale; was not em- 
ployed by him; was employed by the firm of Bolsey 
A Co., and by them paid for his, services. In reply 
to counsel, the Captain said that tie had no absolute 
knowledge who the owners of the vessel were; that 
he understood her to be ;in American \ essel that had 
taken British colors on account of the difficulty of 
sailing under American colors during the late war. 
The prosecution objected to parole evidence as to tlie 
nationality of the ship, tiie resjisiry being conclusive 
on that noint. The defence held tliat it was not even 
prtmajnete evidence. 
Counsel, on behalf of the defendant, moved for 
tlie dismissal o£ the proceedings. Commissioner 
O«bom sa:d that the two points to becoDSiUeied 
were the nationality of the ship and the natme of 
the offence—whether it was a murder or maii- 
nauirhter. That he would reserve his opinion till 
to day at twelve o'clock. 


COURT OF Km ASO TERM3. 


Jones? the AUeffcd Bond Forger.

The adjourned motion on the habeas corpus in the 


case of Frank Jones came up yesterday. Jones is 
imprisoned under a charge of forging two bonds of

We publlbhed in yesterday's HERALD a brief ac-

the rebound of the hailstones, the crash of fallmg- 
gla.vs gave such an exhibition of the ponerof the 
bior.u tliat one was almost tempted to ask, "Is 
this the war -or elements, the wreck of matter 
and the crash of worlds that precedes the anal 
reckoning?" 


'Ihe main fury of the storm yesterday was spent 
west ot Tenth itreet, the urrecrion being north of 
west, so that the damage done is to those houses 
facing north or With a western exposure, the south 
and east sides escaping entirely. After the storm 
had subsided we ventured on a •-troll, and although 
hail fell again for a tew minutes after flve o'clock We

The banks are 
overwhelmed'Wlta deposits of national'bank notes, 
reflecting the'How of money from the country to the 
metropolis, which is the only place w-hereat cannow 
be emplojeil at interest. To-day It was almost a 
<srug, and tae banks, in their desire to utilize the 
large balances now on deposit with them, 
were offering these notes, rree> of interest, for 
five to ten days, on conaltlon that the equivalent 
should be returned in greenbacks. 
The leading 


government dealers'were accommodated on call at 
three to -four per cent, and the stock houses at five 
per cent The increased values at the Stock Exchange 
and the enlarged volume of business seem inca- 
pable or seeping up with the supply of money avail- 
able for call loans. The plethora of money in the 
city has seldom been equalled, and Inspired new 
courage on the part of certain operators, who hesi- 
tated about purchasing at the present advanced 
prices. In the discount market the lowering or the 
rate on call led to more currency ror paper, and 
prime double' acceptances were readily salable at 
six to seven per cent. The season of the year is not 
favorable to an abundant supply or paper, ana hence 
the demand has not much of a stock to select from.

The rJcblRCitutu—An Imperial Triumph. 
Tbta morning we publish the latest returns 


of tho roto on Ihe plebiscite. Our telegraphic 
columns, so far as they relate to France, are 
rich, racy and full of suggestion Sunday, as 
we had taught our readers to expect, was a 
big day ia France—big, not in special centres 
only, but all over. It was, in truth, a political 
day. Frenchmen left their homes on Sunday 
morning, not for the purpose of worshipping 


God, 
but for the purpose of deciding under 


what immediate conditions they were to live. 
The question to be decided by a "Yes" or "No" 
was one which came to every man's door and 
almost to every man's heart. It was, in some 
respects, a life or death question. 
How 


it was Frenchmen Icuew. 
Altogether con- 


tented they might not be. 
But how to 


make it better or what was to bo their imme- 
diate future Frenchmen could not telL To 
halt between two opinions they were not per- 
mitted. 
'-Yes" or "No" limited their liberty. 


Napoleon and his rule, or somebody else and 
his rule, or, ratber, things as they were and 
things as they might be, marked the question 
of the moment. With the facts before us we 
have no choice but to say that the French 
people have decided wisely and well. They 
have preferred the known to the unknown, the 
certain to the uncertain, Napoleon the Third 
to anarchy. 


As our readers know, we have never 


doubted the result of the plebiscite. 
That 


Napoleon was again to -win all our readers 
were taught to believe. We did so -write, not 
because we cared especially for Napoleon or 
because we specially disliked his enemies, but 
because we looked at facts and could not be 
mistaken in. their meaning. 
The ground we 


did take stands firm to-day, and facts now 
before our readers justify 
our position. 


On Sunday morning we said that some 
eight or nine millions of persons all over might 
vote, but at least two-thirds of that number 
would go for the Emperor. It now appears 
that some nine millions did vote, and that 
more than two-thirds voted in favor of the 
plebiscite, and. of course, in favor of the 
present regime. Over seven millions have 
said "Yes." Not two millions have said 
"So.'" If this does not mean a Napoleonic 
triumph we know not what could constitute 
the same. From the antecedents of tbe Em- 
peror, and considering the wonderful and far- 
reaching power which he now can wield, we 
felt convinced that he knew what he was 
doing, and that what be was doing be was 
doing deliberately and with no uncertain 
knowledge of the result. 


In such shape facts are before us and iu 


such shape we must accept them. Napoleon 
the Third a fourth time is proclaimed the elect 
of France, and by a majority so overwhelming 


(hat his enemies inside as weii as outside ol 
the empire must feel that opposition is rain 
and useless- The large cities, so far as we 
know the facts, have voted "No." 
But this is 


only what was to be expected. 
Cities like 


Paris and Marseilles and Lyons are the hot- 
beds of disaffection, of discontent, ot rebellion, 
But in France, as in Great Britain and as in. 
the United States, the conservatism of the rural 
districts qualifies or checks the radicalism of 
the cities. In the cities and the larger towns 
the Emperor has lost, but in the rural districts 
and among the peasantry the Emperor has won. 
Seven millions or eight millions against two 
make matters plain and constitute a great vic- 
tory. 
Cable telegrams dated in Paris at mid- 


night report that barricades had been thrown 
up at one point in the city during the evening 
yesterday. It is also reported that their de- 
fenders had been charged by the troops. 
Otherwise the city remained quiet and in 
"order."

ters than one as to how far France can vote 
without restraint or compulsion.

Tho aim of every civilized nation is great- 


ness and a desire to outstrip other nations in 
power. 
In tliia respect nations differ but little 


from individuals, who, no matter how eomfoit- 
able aad happy they may be on comparatively 
small means, are never satisfied until they are 
on an equality if not ahead of the society 
around them. When a nation h*s made itself 
great in commerce, in railroads, ia public 
buildings, ju literature, and in the arts, it has 
the elements of strength; but if it has no mili- 
tary or naval power, it cannot be respected 
likfe other nations of equal pretensions. Ita 
citizens having amassed wealth flock to for- 
eign parts, as outs do now to the continent of 
Europe, to spend among strangers a portion of 
the money they have accumulated. Although 
they may be treated with courtesy, on account 
of their wealth, they find that there is a cer- 
tain kind of deference they do not receive- 
viz., that accorded to representatives of a na- 
tion not powerful only on account of the ele- 
ments above mentioned, but on account of its 
fighting or aggressive power, which will always 
command respect in all parts of the world. 


\Vhatever may be our military power—and 


weliars had proof of its greatness—it does not 
extend beyond our own shores. It is manifest 
that our power is more than ample to protect 
us from invasion, and we know that any foes 
would but leave their bones to bleach upon our 
shores. 
This fact is not, however, felt beyond 


the limits of our own country. Foreigners 
abroad see nothing that indicates the actual 
power of the United States. 
They get sight of 


oar national vessels so seldom lH.\t they na- 
turally infer that we are no naval Power at all, 
and judgo that, 
no 
matter liow large 


an army we 
can raise, 
it 
would 
b9 


of little utility against any other country 
without a navy to cover and protect it. 
Mexico can raids large armies, yet what 
nation respects or fears her, for she has no 
navy ? What would the army of England be 
without her navy? Ns one would fear it. 
What hordes of soldiers the Chinese and 
Japanese can raise, yet who fears them ? And 
how easily a few heavy ships of the European 
Powers keep the naturally lawless authorities 
of thosB nagpns in subjection. While the flag 
of England or of France is in sight on those 
Asiatic coasts there is no fear of an outrage 
being committed on the subjects of either 
Power, while the prestige of their armies car- 
ries no weight whatever, because it is known 
that they cannot reach those shores without 
great trouble and. vast erpense, and would 
then be opposed by immensely superior num- 
bers.

Lot us, then, have a navy, and we shall see 


England uuder another character. She will 
willingly divide the commerce of the world 
with us when ehe finds us in a position to 
maintain our rights.' When we are in that 
condition we can justly claim the title of a 
great nation, but that can only be when we 
have the necessary fighting power afloat.

On this last occasion, therefore, unless we 
greatly mistake, it witt^e found that the Em- 
peror has tested France to the corBj and that 
he has now good reason to take it for granted 
that France is with him and with his family. 
The French people, who are naturally fond of 
show, especially of that kind of show which 
comes of military success, have not forgotten 
the first empire, or the First Consul, or the 
Bonaparte name. A Bonaparte once saved 
them and. for a time, gave them glory; such 
glory as no people have enjoyed in many cen- 
turies, and in spite of many faults and many 
failures the name of Bonaparte is dear to the 
unsophisticated heart of France. -That heart 
beats in the country, not in the city; hence 
the Napoleonic triumph. 


It is our opinion that this vote will establish 


the peace of Europe and of the world, and 
that, if only the life of the .Emperor is spared, 
it will give a powerful impulse to everything 
that constitutes modern progress. French mal- 
contents will find themselves more impotent, 
and Frenchmen, -in consequence, will enjoy 
more liberty. The crowning of the edifice 
will not be found incompatible with the 
improvement of waste land, with the multipli- 
cation of railroads and telegraphs, with the 
extension of commercial relationships, with 
the communication of noble and generous 
impulses to Europe, with tbe hastening on of 
the' unification of mankind. Napoleon, like 
ourselves, has faith in progress. If he is 
spared, and if he uses this fresh victory wisely, 
he may lay the foundations of a dynasty which- 
will long- be a blessing and which will long 
defy its enemies. History may yet be com- 
pelled to give Napoleon the Third a grander 
place than that of Augustus Caesar.

We cannot at a moment's notice redress an 
injury or demand reparation for an injustice to 
onr citizens who may be oppressed abroad. We 
have resources which in time would enable us 
to take measures to redeem our honor, but it 
would require BO long to do it that the merit 
would all be lost. In the meantime we should 
snffer in the estimation of the world as a man 
would in the estimation of society who spends 
a year practising with a pistol before chal- 
lenging a person for a palpable insult. 


When British subjects were imprisoned and 


ill-treated in Abyssinia Great Britain never 
stopped to count the cost. She had the power 
already at command, and it cost her but little 
more to put it in motion than to keep it lying 
idle, and she at once proceeded to relieve her 
subjects, who but for this timely aid would 
have fallen victims to the brutality of a savage 
ruler. What would the United States have 
done under similar circumstances ? We should 
have talked bombshells and grapeshot, and 
after getting a few canal boats ready and spend- 
ing a year in preparation we should have set- 
tled down to the conviction that we should 
not make a demand that we were not capable 
of enforcing. 
We are pretty mucli- in that 


condition now. 
Was there ever a nation that 


had greater grounds of complaint against an- 
other than we have against England? She 
inflicted on us the greatest injury she possibly 
could. She destroyed our commerce and de- 
prived us of one of the great sources of na- 
tional wealth. She sent her fleets upon our 
coast during the rebellion to protect her sub- ' 
jects and to see that we complied strictly with ; 
all the laws of blockade, and that it was not 
like many of her own blockades, a "paper" 
affair. 
It was humiliating to us to see the 


heavy ships of our ancient enemy sailing in 
among our extemporized men-of-war, instruct- 
ing us in our duties and cautioning us how 
we invaded any of the rights of the British 
lion. Here was England looking after her 
commerce—her great source of power. 
Law- 


less as the business was in which her commer- 
cial vessels were engaged, England was true 
to her traditional policy of protecting them at 
all hazards. They were only permitted to be 
molested in cases where their violation of all 
law 
was 
so 
palpable 
that 
England 


herself, 
from whom 
the laws emanated, 


could not interfere without drawing down upon 
herself the reproaches of all mankind. She 
did, however, protect and encourage her 
commerce in its efforts to help the rebellion, 
and she also brought her power to bear in 
protecting the rebel cruisers when they were 
assisting her.,by destroying our commerce. 
Had we had a navy of suitable vessels during 
the rebellion - onr 
commerce, which once 


equalled that of England, would now have 
been one-third greater than it was, for we 
should have been not only able to shut the 
Alabamas up in foreign ports and catch them 
if they ventured to emerge from their shelter, 
but we could have said to England "Stop 
this piracy or we will make reprisals on your 
commerce, which we have tho power to do." 
We all know how much English merchants 
dread a war with this country. They are 
aware, from the results of the Alabama's cruise, 
what damage twenty such vessels could inflict 
upon their property if let loose upon it.' They 
know Bow their manufactories would be 
crushed if onr custom was taken from them, 
during a three years' war, which would inflict 
ench damage as would result in a revolution in 
England. But England, knowing her strength 
and our inability to do her injury 'for want of a 
respectable naval force, will pu»h matters to 


Attain in Cuba. 


Our late letters from Havana show that 


troubles are on the increase throughout the 
island of Cuba. Among the volunteers there 
is a growing feeling of dislike to Captain Gen- 
eral De Rodas, and there appears an evident 
disposition on their part to shape the course 
of events throughout the country so that it 
shall run in channels to suit themselves. Were 
they satisfied they possessed the power it is 
questionable whether they would continue to 
acknowledge the supremacy of the mother 
country. The volunteers of Cuba at this day 
are as insubordinate to Spanish authority as 
they dare be, and as revolutionary as the 
Cubans who are now in rebellion in the field. 
They show this in their act of threatening vio- 
lence to Don Jose M. Diaz, who has been seat 
from Spain to supersede the present political 
Governor of Havana, Lopez Roberts, 
The 


present incumbent is all tbat can be desired by 
the Havana volunteers, and hence their opposi- 
tion to Diaz. Valmaseda, the particular pet 
of the army, it is rumored, will also be sent 
home, and thus n. dnngerous man and an ambi- 
tious aspirant for the highest post on the 
island will be put out, of the way. 
The news 


also conies to us from our correspondent in 
Havana that De Rodas" position is 
not 


an enviable one, 
and that his stay at 


Puerto Principe aiay be rendered 
longer 


than 
he 
anticipated. 
Havana 
daring 


his absence in the Central Department has 
been made the rendezvous for plotters and 
conspirators with objects in view, it is though', 
not at all friendly to Spain, and decMedly 
hostile to De Hodas. The faOure of the home 
government to effectually suppress the revo- 
lution is an experience which the volunteers 
now fully recognize. Possibly believing that 
the United States may yet secure by purchase 
the island of Cuba, these volunteers, actuated 
by mercenary motives, are now endeavoring to 
show their power, in order that they may put 
money in their purses. As their acts in the 
past aad present have been cruel, barbarous 
and bloody, so their aspirations looking to 
the future are mean, mercenary and con- 
temptible, it should be borne iu mind, how- 
ever, that the volunteers and those who 
endorse them are but a small minority of the 
natves of the island. 
At the beginning of 


the 
revolution they threw themselves on 


the side of Spain, and in ferocity they out- 
Spamard the Spaniards. Seeing the weakness 
of the government with which they at first 
cast their fortunes, they now seek to embarrass 
it. In this they prove themselves traitors at 
heart, unworthy of confidence, respect or 
esteem. Be the day far off or near at hand, 
Cuba must eventually become part of this 
republic, and when that day arrives the 
Cuban people may feel assured that their rights 
will be duly and fully acknowledged.

While our South Carolina papers 
contain reports of a convention in Columbia to 
facilitate foreign immigration to that State, the 
Maine newspapers have opened their columns 
to a discussion of a proposition to introduce 
Scandinavian immigrants under very favorable 
auspices into Aroostook county—the dense 
lumber region of the State. Verily, this is a 
great country! If we keep going on at the 
rate we have for the past few years the United 
States will be the abode of the flower of all the 
nations of the earth—Christian, Pagan, Jew, 
Irish.

It was stated by strong 
republicans during the debate that the Bureau 
was an unrepublican attempt to centralize 
educational interests, 
and the proposition 


seems a very plausible one. It is an offshoot of 
the Freedraau's Bureau, and, in fact, about all 
that remains of that national eleemosynary con- 
cern, and it seems to be a little late to object to 
it on grounds of a tendency to centralization 
when so many other concerns that have so 
long flourished are open to the same objection.

Each ton-n or towship elects one delegate to 
the convention, and only .four hours arc given 
the people in which to make their election. 
The Veimont ladies, we are sorry to hear, 
evince no great interest in their suffrage 
amendment. In fact, it is said they don't care 
a button whether it is voted up or down, but 
are said to be satisfied with the suffrage limited 
to "ujy old man an<l the boys." Still, in some 
parts of the State the women's rights women 
have been making a considerable fuss on the 
stump and have been stirring up the old fogies 
with their new sensation. It is given out that 
in the convention Henry Ward Beecher aad 
George William Curtis, and perhaps Wendell 
Phillips and Lucy Stone will appear as advo- 
cates for the proposed woman's rights amend- 
ment. The result will be important as show- 
ing the drift of tho republican party on this 
important question; for, though it is not made 
a regular party affair, the republicans will 
undoubttdly control the convention.

the "Departures from Town" greatly outnumbers 
the "Arrivals in Town." In a word, this n Easier 
Week, ana the "Easter Recess" 13 the flrst holi- 
day mat Parliament gets during its short flve 
months' labor. 
It 13 also the commencement of 


spring, and people love much to male the most of the 
season when flowers and trees commence to show 
the flrst vigor of buds and leaves. Thus it is that 
every one who can by any possibility leave London 
does so. Moreover, Easter Monday (that ia to-day) 
Is tne day upon which the annual review and sham 
fight of tne great English "sham," the volunteer 
force, takes place. This year it is at Brighton, and 
it is stated at the railway stations that at least 200,- 
COO people have gone down to that pleasant town 
upon the sea to eat, drink, follow the marching of 
the volunteers from place to place and return tc- 
night to Londoa dirty, tire3, hot and altogether 
unfit for the labors of to-morrow. 


THE "BRITISH VOLUNTEERS."

The long list of old grievances preferred' by the 


Porte against the Viceroy of Egypt having at last been 
settled, after a tedious and heated discussion which 
threatened at one time- to possibly embroil all 
Europe, a new difficulty immediately arises, or 
rather, to speaS more exactly, an old one Is resusci- 
tated. The Sultan and his vassal will, la all proba- 
bility, be very shortly again at loggerheads. The 
Levant HiraW, which Is at present merely the 
mouthpiece of All Pacha, has sounded the preluae 
of the coming battle, and In a few weeks, perhaps 
days, bitterly worded despatches will be cymsc be- 
tween Egypt and Stamboal, while the diplomats of 
all the treat Powers will be whispering soothing 
speeches in the ears of the disputants and endeavor- 
ing to calai them down mto somethinz approaching 
sanity. 


By the terms of the Srman. tha Viceroy's humble 


and unqualified submission to which closed the recent 
stnmgle, the Khedive was expressively forbidden 
to contract any new loan without the prev^oas 
authorisation of the Porte. And yet, ere the echo 
of his promises of good behavior has, so to speafe, 
died away, the Viceroy is again in the money 
markets of Europe endeavoring to negotiate some 
£5,000,900 of additional obligations. It Is true that 
this loan Is avowedly a private liability, wholly inde- 
pendent of the Egyptian public debt.

Aftersever.il audiences with the 
Grand Vizier, he succeeded lu obtaining Hie consent 
or ihe Ports to the establishment of a new judicial 
BySLCiu In Egypt. Those new courts will be com- 
posed of an equal number or native and European 
Judges, but they will only have cognizance of. cases 
In which either two aliens or an alleu and a nauv-d 
may be the disputing parties. The original plan or 
Nubar Pacha contemplated the creation or coura on 
tne European model, and with a fixed code, which 
should deside all cases occurring in Egypt, whether 
the litigants were foreigners or natives or of mixed 
nationality. The Porte has conceded so far as to 
allow of the abolition of the special consular 
European 
courts, 
but 
refuses 
to 
progress 
further. Subar Pacna has now only to obtain 
the consent of the European Powers to the proposed 
reform, and he will at once visit the various courts 
m turn. This, however, is a mere matter of form, 
as tueir consent to the change has been already 
promised. The Porte Intends to Issue a circular, a.d- 
vlaiug the various European governments of the 
terms upon which Nubar Pacha la authorized to act— 
a petty humiliation which It migut well have been 
spared htm.

Tuese elected bishops aad 
patriarchs cad to be confirmed and consecrated by 
the Pope and subsecmently recognized by the Porte 
This system remained undisturbed until the close of 
1SS7, when M. Hassoun, In pursuance of instructions 
from Home, was elected by the bishops of the 
arcnieplscopal see to the dignity of Cathoiicos (jr 
Patriarch) of Cillcla, and was subsequently confirmed 
by the Holy Father. A protest was at once preferred 
to the Porte, denying ths legality of the eleciion. 
The question, how ever, was round to be a very 
delicate one. In order to provi4e lor the protection 
of ihe various religious communities over which it 
holds sway, the Porte recoenlses the spiritual head 
ot 
each creed as also its collt.cal chief. 
But in the bosom of 
the 
CsrhoUe Arme- 
nian 
Church 
a 
subtle 
distinction 
has 
been drawn between these two functions, though, 
they had necwsanly always been exercised by the 
same dignitary. As Cathollcos, the head ol the 
Church was a purelv spiritual leader, aud la this 
capacity, therefore, comd be elected by tne voices of 
the b.shops alone. But as Patriarch he was also a 
political chief, ana iu this dignity the consent of the 
laity was necessary to his election. .The right of 
Consignor Hassoun to be Cathoiicos is only disputed 
on the ground that ths Cathoiicos must necess>arily$ 
exercise also the mncuons ot Patriarch, ami tnat the 
uo.br.okeu usage of the Churcti has been to accept tie 
Patriarch chosen by lay votes as Cathoiicos. Tins is 
the original quarrel; bat now some other important 
questions have 
gathered round it. 
Ia spue 
of his doubtful position, llocilgnor Hassouu 
lias not hesitated to . yet further exasperate 
ths noclc he pretends to rale by yielding to 
the wishes of the Holy See in regard to tha 
election of bishops. 
He nas ceded tue right 
nitherto enjoyed by the Armenian Catholics to elesc 
tneir own bishops, who in luture win be named by 
the Sovereign Pontiff. Ths bishops being thus ilia 
creatures of the Holy Father, and the Patriarch 
being elected by the olsaops, it is clear tue Holy 
See will be practically the unrestrained de»pot of 
this hitherto selt-govemiijs Church. 
The Catnolio Armenians, iniumed beyond all 
bounds by these unscrupulous usurpations, are de- 
termined never to recognize Monsignor Hassonu. 
A month ago a special agent of. the Pope came here 
to settle the quarrel; but his demeanor was so arro- 
gant and insulting, ana He made such unsparing use 
of threats, that he has only aggravated the local ill. 
feeling against tiie Pope and the ultramontane 
policy fts is endeavoring to carry into effect.

The Porte, true to Its principles'of religions im- 
partiality, has concerned itself only with the political 
aspects of the case. There la no concordat between 
tho Sultan and the Pontiff, and the former need 
therefore only be governed By His own will. Forta- 
nately for the Armenians the Porte Is at present 
tnorongnly exasperated against Borne on account of 
the nnoisgalsed efforts made by the Pope to divest 
all the Eastern churches ot their ancient privileges 
and asslmilata them la all particulars to the Latin 
modeU TUo Porte things, and perhaps with reason,

has General Grant doao? What is he doing? 
Wiiat does he propose to do in defining the 
policy of bis adminis'ratioa ? We hear such 
inquiries as these from day to day concerning 
tie President, while in regard to Congress 
the orirjiaal public expectations of various 
wholesome measures of legislation have faded 
away from week to week, until noir, in tho 
sixth mouth of the session, all hopes of any 
material relief in tbe matter of taxes or boacis 
or banks is generally abandoned. The pre- 
vailing opinion seems to be that the two 
Houses will gabble and fritter awiy some two 
months more oa the Tariff, the Funding bill 
and the Georgia question, and on all the per- 
plexing theories and abstractions of the day, 
and then, rushmj through the annual appro- 
priations, including a choice assortment of 
sops and jobs, wi.l adjourn over to nest De- 
cember. 


The President BO far, all things consid- 


ered, has done very well. In the programme 
of his inaugural address hs promised us 
economy, retrenchment and reform; earnestly 
advocated the ratifioafion of tbe fifteenth 
amendment and tbe establishment of equal 
rights, regardless of race or color; fore- 
shadowed a fair, pacific and yet progressive 
American policy in our foreign relations, and 
a domestic policy of law and order, with as 
little of harshness or coercion as possible. He 
said, too. that he would have no particular 
policy of his own to enforce against the 
expressed will of the people, and would 
endeavor faithfully to execute the laws, 
whether, in his opinion, good or bad. Put to 
the test of this programme, we say, General 
Grant has done very well. He has done much 
in the good work of economy, retrenchment 
and reform. He has stopped many leakages; 
he has broken up an extensive system of 
revenue frauds and 
spoliations; he has 


reduced the expenditures and increased tae 
receipts of the Treasury oa a curtailed basis of 
taxations, whereby he has paid off over a 
hundred millions of the public debt, holding at 
the same time over a hundred millions surolus 
as a reserve fund. He has by this policy of 
reductions of expenses, and by savings and 
retrenchments, brought down the price of 
pold from a premium ranging among the 
thirties and foriies to the narrow margin 
between twelve and fifteen per cent above the 
national paper dollar. Thus, is the approxi- 
mation to tae gold standard, the value of our 
say seven hundred millions of paper money 
under Grant has been increased to the extent 
of one hundred and forty millions of dollars—a 
gain of so much to the country and the people. 


Oa his important pledges, then, in regard to 


economy and retrenchment General Grant has 
done and is doing well-—indeed, remarkably 
well. In regard to the fifteenth amendment 
and equal rights his promises have been fully 
accomplished; and the same may be said of 
his programme of Southern reconstruction. 
II may be urged, however, on. the other hand, 
that the administration of General Grant has 
gceatly disappointed the country on the Cuban 
question: that it has given no signs of any 
disposition to enforce a settlement of those 
Alabama claims; that it 
has made no 


approaches to the ultimate and inevitable 
destiny of Mexico, and that upon all these 
questions it has not only cast away the finest 
opportunities for decisive action, but Las 
manifested a culpable indifference to and an 
oifeusire contempt of the prevailing public 
sentiment and wishes of the country. 


Against this indictment what is the defence 


of General Grant ? It may be pleaded in his 
vindication that the Alabama claims will aot 
spoil by keeping; that his Cuban policy has 
been shaped so as not to give any quibble of 
advantage to England in the reopening of the 
question ot those Alabama claims, and that 
there is no necessity for haste in reference to 
Mexico. It may further be said that General 
Grant has sought to avoid a war with Spain 
because he has been and siill is hopeful of a 
cheaper settlement of the Cuban question by 
treaty with the Spanish government, and that 
if he has somewhat earnestly pushed the 
Senate for the ratification of the Dominican 
annexation treaty it is because the acquisition 
of the island of St. Domingo will at once bring 
Spain to the alternative of parting with the 
island of Cuba. 


There is yet another reason why General 


Grant has not adopted any decisive policy in 
regard to Cuba. Decisive action there in- 
volves the possible contingency of war, and the 
war 
power 
belongs 
to Congress. 
But 


still the President may recommend to Congress 
a decisive policy. Why has he, then, made 
no such recommendation in reference to Cuba? 
Because his paramount objects are peace and 
the redemption of the national debt. 
We 


think, too. that, from the suspension of the 
late agitation of the Cuban question in Con- 
gress, there must be an understanding on the 
subject between General Grant and General 
Banks. 
We are also strongly inclined to the 


opinion that, in relation to the future policy of 
his administration, General Grant is care- 
lully studying the political field, in and out of"

longer General Grant will be content to remain 
in the position of a mere tidewaitor upon Caa- 
ffress, especially when he has reached ft posi- 
tion from which his word mav ba made tho 
law la both hoMcs.

Tto Execution of General Goicoiirln. 
A brief but terrible telegraphic despatch 


from Havana, in yesterday's HEEALD, an- 
nounced the exscutioti of that bravo old Cuban 
hero, General Goieouria. 
Tha woria aro 


ew and there are no details, but there is uo 
doubt that he was quickly and in iadeceui 
hasto garroted. 
He was taken into Havana 


a prisoner on the night of tbe 6th, a "verbal" 
court martial immediately assembled and 
sentenced him, and at eight o'clock the next 
morning he was executed. 
Of course he had 


no trial, or but tho mockery of one, and he 
was condemned by drum-head court martial. 
The unseemly haste with which he was des- 
patched was prompted, no doubt, by cruel 
revenge in part, for he had besa nearly all his 
life devoted 
to 
the 
cause 
of 
Cuban 


independence. 
But 
another 
object 
the 


bloodthirsty 
Spaniards 
had 
in 
view, 


probably, was to prevent any appeal from the 
United States to spare his life. Though a 
Cubau born General Goieouria was, we be- 
lieve, a naturalized American citizen. He 
had been a resident of this country a quarter 
of a century, had been engaged extensively 
in business and was well known to the busi- 
ness community of this city and of New Or- 
leans. Probably an effort would have been 
made to save his life; but the Spaniards were 
resolved to prevent this and to have his 
blood. 
Goieouria was truly a martyr to 


Cuban freedom, for he faced many dangers 
and carried his life in his hand, as it were, for 
that object. Whatever may bs thought of his 
prudence there is no oae that will not admire 
his patriotism and heroism. 
We do not 


know what the Americm government will 
think 
or do, if it can 
do 
anything, 


in this case of barbarity; but we do know that 
the American people will denounce it as a 
disgrace to this age. 
No other people calling 


themselves civilized but the Spaniards would 
be guilty cf such brutality and inhumanity. No 
rebel lost his life in our civil war except on the 
battle field. We executed none for rebellion. 
All the civilized governments of the world are 
coming to the same humane practice except 
Spain. The brnlal way she is conducting the 
war in Cuba deserves to be execrated by all 
nations. Our own citizens—native born Ame- 
ricans—have been butchered ia cold blood on 
mere suspicion. Is it not time that the govern- 
ment of this great republic should denounce 
Spanish barbarity in Cuba and demand that 
the war be conducted with some regard to 
humanity and the civilization of the age? 


floundering in a sea of doubts and uncertain- 
ties "the man at the other end of the avenue" 
is quietly shaping his new programme to meet 
the new order of things and the future.

He doubtless thinks that his

The Us?. Charles B. Smyth yesterday gave 


some wholesome Christian advice to the co n- 
grcgalion of the Eleventh street Presbyterian 
church on the subject of the persecution to 
which he has been subjected by some of the 
members. 
His text was very appropriate, 


and, to use a familiar simile, hit the nail on 
the head. It was the language of Paul to the 
Romans—"Be kindly 
affectioned 
one to 


another, with brotherly love; in honor pre- 
ferring one another." A large congregation 
had assembled, and among them 
many 


strangers, in anticipation, no doubt, of a 
sensation. 
However, there was nothing par- 


ticularly sensational. The preacher spoke in 
a mild and exhorting manner, and in true 
Christian spirit. It will be well if the con- 
gregation follow his example. 


It appears from a notice which Sir. Smyth 


read at the request of some members of the 
church that a portion of the congregation is 
still dissatisfied with his conduct in the matter 
of the gin and milk drink on the Sabbath and 
the generous entertainment he gave to certain 
Bohemians of the press. The notice was a 
call for a meeting of the church members to 
consider the conduct of the reverend gentle- 
man and to determine whether or not he 
should be allowed to continue his pastoral 
duties. This is a movement, it seems, got up 
by those opposed to him and who want to 
oust him. After reading this notice Mr. 
Smyth 
remarked in good spirit that he 


hoped there would bo a full attendance. 
He 


urged that he and his congregation have taken 
mutual 
obligations, and 
it 
should 
be 


carefully considered whether the 
reasons 


were 
sufficient 
to 
dissolve 
his pasto- 


ral relations. He was ready to sacrifice 
everything, however, for the good and harmony 
of the church. Whatever might be the action 
of the Presbytery he would gracefully submit 
to it, and if he should think the interests of 
the church required it he would present his 
resignation. It remains to be seen if the con- 
gregation will be "kindly affectioned" toward 
him as the text enjoins Christians to be with 
one another. 
He gave them good advice and 


amply sustained the Christian principle he 
proclaimed by abundant Scripture quotations. 
It is doubtful if the narrow-minded, puritanical 
members of the Eleventh street church will be 
able to get over their gin and milk. They are, 
like the Pharisees of old, apt to strain at a 
gnat and swallow a camel. It is not the 
spirit of religion and Christian charity that 
moves the greater part of church members 
nowadays. 
They belong to churches because 


it is respectable or fashionable, and their 
hearts are at the same time full of bitterness 
and all uneharitableness. But Mr. Smyth is 
not one of the men to be easily put down or 
kept down. If his present congregation should 
dismiss him he will show himself to be irre- 
pressible and will soon find a place where he 
can denounce the Pharisees.

His Majesty consequently objects to 


the plan of an Egyptian loan by the Viceroy. 
He is doubtful of the intent of its contract; 
jealous of the probable direction and applica- 
tionofthemoney. The Viceroy is really arming. 
It may be forrebsllion, war and independence, 
or it may be with the idea of obtaining some of 
those concessions which are frequently had 
from the greater Power by the maintenance 
of an armed peace oa the part of the weaker. 
Behind the Viceror and ia. and arouad the 
imperio-feuda.1 ring: stand the great Powers oi 
Europe. The monarchies referrii to above 
are on the qui vive. 
They watch anxiously 


every point of development of the game; con- 
centrate their energies, diplomatize for time, 
and wait the resalt. 
Should any rea- 


sonable 
excuse of 
interference 
present 


they wilt not be slow to avail themselves of it. 
After this will come the great religio-political 
revolution of the age, a revolution which, will 
be accomplished under the standard which is 
carried by the "quickest marchiag" troops— 
the men who can rough it best on the banks of 
the Danube or the Prath, whether they wield 
the sword of Charlemagne, ths battle axa of 
Edward tha Confessor, Kie spear of the Cos- 
sack of the Don or the lanes and needle gun 
of the Hapsburgg.

Irregularity of tbe Mails. 


We regret to hear renewed complaints m 


reference to sundry matters connected with 
the safe and prompt delivery of our local mails. 
In spite of repeated remonstrance it still 
seems to require, in hundreds of cases, a 
longer time to get a New York letter properly 
delivered in Brooklyn or Williamsburg, and 
vice versa, than to send it to San Francisco. 
This is a very absurd and apparently needless 
annoyance. What is the negligence that occa- 
sions it ? Again we hear of carriers under- 
taking to decide points with regard to the 
delivery of letters that belong to the province 
of the Postmaster solely. 
The abuses to 


which the toleration of any such assumed au- 
thority leads must be obvious, and the subject 
requires immediate examination by the respon- 
sible chief. 


We also hear of employers and others claim- 


ing the enormous prerogative of opening 
letters addressed to their subordinates undex- 
ordinary circumstances. 
On this head the 


criminal statutes are most explicit, and even 
in the most extreme cases the utmost caution 
has to be exercised with regard to letters, even 
by officers of the law duly empowered to serve 
the purposes of justice. When we reflect upon 
the amount of misery that a careless or laggard 
delivery of the mails or any undue meddling 
with them may ocsasion, we will be sustained 
by our own conscience and the universal senti- 
ment in demanding that the regulations facili- 
tating and protecting the correspondence of the !

Tuus, we 


are to have an increasad and reconstructed 
judiciary and a new city legislature. There 
has not bueu for many years an election so 
important to ths city as this. We ara start- 
log under a new regime, and with every oppor- 
tunity for tae people being fairly represented 
at the polls by the names of respectable men 
on the tickets. 
It rests entirely with the 


nominating conventions whether the voters 
shall be sa represented or not. There appears 
a certainty now that three tickets will ba pre- 
sented : that of Tammany, which may be 
safely bet upon as the winning animal, unless 
some untoward circumstances should occur; 
the threatened coalition tiekat, with its five 
heads, which expects to butt Tammany Hall 
to pieces, but won't; and the republican 
ticket, whish will rally a corporal's guard of 
supporters in comparison with the gigantic 
democratic armies opposed to it. 
The coali- 


tion which the youag democracy have invited 
to make war upon the Tammany fort is com- 
posed of the fragments of Mozart, the Demo- 
cratic Union, Smith Ely, E. B. Roosevelt, tho 
German Union, and the youthful chiefs, who 
have hardly a fragment left after tlie toma- 
hawking and scalping at Albany. 


This alliance threatens to fight the Tammany 


organization with a combination ticket; but if 
unity is strength, the diversified elements com- 
posing this coalition do not promise much in 
the way of success. If there bs any chances 
for it at all they may Vie in the fact that the 
Tammany leaders, having puriSed the party by 
putting out the rough, discordant and rebellious 
members, in the late grand Albany battle, liavo 
not been firm enough to keep tham out alto- 
gether. We notice with soms regret in the list 
of delegates to meet to-day a large representa- 
tion of this class of democrats. The leaders 
should have endeavored to exclude these man 
from the Convention as far as was consistent 
with the possibility of success. They may 
plead that they have done their best in this di- 
rection ; but it must be confessed that there are 
nearly as many black names in the catalogue as 
if there never had been a day of purification nor 
a wholesale sponging out of rough members. 
However, bj their fruits we shall know them. 
Tammany may, if her leaders aot wisely to- 
day, even now, give us a list of candidates for 
the bench and the Boards of Aldermen that 
will be acceptable to tha taxpayers and prove 
triumphant at tha ballot box. The fate of the 
party depends upon the result of the coming 
election. The gams is in their hands. We 
s'aall see whether they will play it skilfully, 
both for the good of the public and the per- 
manency of their own power.

Scare in tnndon. 


Our spoeial writers in England and Ireland 


supply communications of much interest in our 
columns to-day. 
The letters are dated to the 


2-lth of April. Their contents exhibit the con- 
tinued existence of that national intermittent 
and exhaustive fever which Is gradually con- 
suming the strength of Great Britain, rendering 
the policy of England fitful—hectic as it were— 
and directing her eyes a gloaming at dangers 
which appear to exist only in the imagination 
of her own people. 
Our special writer in Lon- 


don details the history of the great Fenian 
"scare," which prevailed in that city some 
short time since, which was briefly and rather im- 
perfectly described by the cable at the moment, 
on account of the allegation of a cunning 
attempt on the part of the Irish "reds" 
to 
"blow 
up" the 
newspaper building 


of the leading London journal, as also the 
place of publication of one of the more juvenile 
lights of the English press. It was, as will be 


• seen, a "scare," a *rale Irish blowup," with- 
out gunpowder, or drills, or fuse. London 
was alarmed, 
however. 
Scotland Yard 


was as busy as if the spirit of Fouche 
himself 
had 
inspired 
the 
police, 
who 


are quartered there, 
and Horse Guards 


stood at "attention" and ready for action in 
any direction as commanded. 
The great 


"scare" ended without smoke, however. The 
smallest London journal had a first rate 
notice, by being temporarily tacked on to 
the coat tails of the great one during a fancied 
danger, thus realizing the fine philosophic 
idea expressed by Dundreary in the words, 
"If the dog didn't waggle his tail the tail 
would waggle 
the dog." City excite- 


ments of this class and order are dangerous, 
however; dangerous by their very inception, 
dangerous in effect and demoralizing in the 
consequences. They do not bear repetition. 
If England is really frightened from such 
causes the national constitution must be dis- 
eased to a very considerable extent, and if 
this be so the sooner the cause of such disease 
is removed the better, both for the crown and 
the people.

A Paltry Piece of JSconomy. 


The virtual rejection by the United States 


Senate of the application made on behalf of 
Mr. Lincoln's widow for a moderate but 
greatly needed assistance in the shape of a 
pension wounds the nation's taste and sense of 
justice. It is a glaring illustration of tha 
penny wise and pound foolish policy that is so 
often revealed in our public affairs, and a 
more unfortunate occasion for its display has 
not occurred since we became a nation. To 
see the bereaved wife of the Chief Magistrate 
who wielded the executive power of the 
republic at the very darkest period of its later 
history, and saved it from utter destruction by 
his sagacity, his rectitude and his unswerving 
devotion to every claim of patriotism, until 
struck down by an assassin's hand at the very 
acme of Ms usefulness—to behold this ladv 
turned coldly away from the doors of the 
Capitol, which might to-day be surmounted 
by another ensign had it not been for 
the genius and fidelity of her deceased 
husband,

have 
carefully read 
and 
weighed tha 


report of the Committee on Pensions, to whom 
the bill which the House of Representatives 
had the grace to pass was referred; and while 
the technicalities of its special pleading may 
be all right, we find the tone of the whole docu- 
ment feeble, and its generally assumed posi- 
tion lame. For instance, to assert, as the 
report does, that there is nothing to distinguish 
Mrs. Lincoln's case from others, is to commit 
self-stultification. The truth is that no for- 
mer case bore any similarity or comparison to 
it. Mr. Lincoln was suddenly snatched away 
in the noblest prime of life from his family, 
his friends, his country and the world that es- 
teemed him among its great and good men, by 
cruel and treacherous means, and in his 
death not only the cause of American peace 
aud union, but humanity and liberty every- 
where suffered. If there was nothing peculiar 
in that foul crime and the consequences that 
ensued, then were all the pageantries of mourn- 
ing in which the entire land indulged, the con- 
dolences of foreign nations and the regretful 
records «f contemporaneous history mere 
waste. But this they were not, as the con- 
science of mankind testifies, and the lesson of 
rebuke for.political murder, in order to be com- 
plete, requires that the family of the martyred 
President should be placed beyond the remotest 
reach of pecuniary anxiety by the delibe- 
rate act of the national legislature. 
In no 


other way, whether by the local action of 
communities, by private subscription or by 
separate States, could the feeling of the Ameri- 
can people be ao significantly expressed. 
' To convey, even by insinuation, the idea 
that this act of tributary justice to a sorrow- 
ing and now infirm lady, left to contemplate in 
loneliness one of the moat sudden, overwhelm- . 
ing and heartrending vicissitudes of fortune 
that ever befell mortal being, would serve aa 
an evil precedent is doubly dilated weakness. 
Are we to have more chief '.magistrates mur- 
dered? and no often that pensioning 
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
